This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Species I, shown in Figs. 1-10, 22, and 23 having the specific "rod-like body 6." 

Species II, shown in Figs. 1 1-20, 24 and 25 having the specific "sheet-like body 7." 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Species I does not required the special technical 
feature of the sheet-like body required in Species II. The rod-like body of Species I is 
structurally distinct from the sheet-like body of Species II.
